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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A response to 
the final office action dated 21 April 2004, as indicated in applicant's response dated 
July 20, 2004 at page 7 of last paragraph and page 8 of paragraph 1 and 2, applicant 
argues that the prior art used to reject the claimed invention is not read on to the 
limitation of claim 6 and 8 as amended. Specifically, as stated in page 8 lines 15-21 and 
page 9 lines 1-5. Applicant's arguments are persuasive and Examiner has agreed to 
applicant's remarks.
